as a result of the strike of pollosmen,
and the Lord Mayor appesled early
to-day to the military authoritles for
nld. . .
The latter dJdespatohed aix lorry
loads of troops from Crosby, sik
milea from hers, all fully armed and
helmeted, while special oconstables
were also called out. Tha looting
oontinued In the poorar distriots this
morning, and the Lord Mayor asked
for volunteers to help guard the eity.
The Liverpool authorities followed

the exampls of the London officials
in expell'ng striking police officera.
Loyal police of Liverpool made pevs
eral bayonel oharges and there were
half & doxen arrests in the attempt
to check looters.

During the day the strike spread
to Birkenbead, on the Mersey aop-
posits Liverpool, strike patrols bring-
ing out numbers of men. The shops
of jewelers, pawnbrokers and other
merchants there are boing looted.

In Liverpool, soldiers with rixed
buyonets were stationed to guard
property from the looting, the greatur
part of whioch oocurred during the
night, when muny shop windows ware
amashed, The jJewslers suffered
most &t the haods of Lthe raldere. A
large quantly of goods also was
stolen fromn the sheds on the doocks,
The losses, it In estimated, will sun
inte thousands of poundas,

LONDON, Aug. 2.~Thare was some
looting roported In the east end of
London during the nlght, owing to
the absence of policemen on strike.

Blx hundred and fifty-two police-
